$1916.37 left in the snow appropria- 
tion.

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To Andover’s Democrats 


America’s history books some day will list the 
1930 decade as one of the most important in the 
nation’s political life, for in that period the two 
great political parties made great changes within 
themselves. Prior to that time political scientists 
were able to speak of the terms “Republican” and 
“Democratic” as “labels on empty bottles,” for 
they meant absolutely nothing except that one 
group of persons whose parents belonged to a cer- 


tain party wanted to put or keep that same party 
in power. 


In 1931 and 1932 a good many of those who had 
called themselves Republicans changed to the 
Democratic banner, because they felt that the men 
then at the head of the government were not act- 
ing with enough vigor in combatting the unem- 
ployment problem, Leading that Democratic 
ticket was a man named F ranklin Roosevelt who 
had been a Democrat in political life for many 
years. Supporting that ticket was a man named 
Wendell Willkie who as a Democrat wanted very 
much to have the unemployment problem handled 
with vigor so that soon America’s ten million un- 
employed would be back in their jobs in the mill, 
on the farm, in the office, in the store, wherever 
they used to work, wherever they wanted to work. 
That was the hope of millions and millions of 


Democrats, and millions of those who used to 
vote Republican, 


Franklin Roosevelt undertook his task as a 
Democrat, the way the Democratic platform, the 
way that those millions of Democrats and Repub- 
licans wanted him to, But Franklin Roosevelt is 
an ambitious man, from a sense of personal glori- 
fication, and he decided to go along on his own, 
He shook off all his previous advisers who wanted 
him to carry along as a Democrat—men like 
Lewis Douglas, Hugh Johnson, and many others 
who begged him not to start America on the road 
to bankruptcy, who urged him, pleaded with him 
to follow a course whereby business could be put 
in a position to rehire the men that they had had 
to lay off. He shook off all these, and in their 
stead put men like Tugwell, Cohen, Corcoran. 
Franklin Roosevelt had given up the Democratic 
party and founded a new party which could be 
called either the New Deal party or the Roosevelt 
party. 

He still called it Democratic and on the name 
alone many Democrats voted that way. The name 
no longer counts. Now waging a campaign for a 
third term in spite of all the stern dictates of the 
revered founders of that Democratic party, Frank- 
lin Roosevelt still calls himself Democratic. 

A change has taken place in the Republican 
party. Many of those who had remained loyal in 
1932, wavered in 1936 as the chosen leaders re- 
fused to pledge social improvements and stuck to 
old, namby-pamby Republicanism. The last four 
years, however, have shown Democrats and Re- 
publicans alike that Franklin Roosevelt is not a 
party man, but a Roosevelt man, Wendell Willkie 
was one of those who wanted to see the Republi- 
can and the Democratic parties revitalized to com- 
bat the Rooseveltian trend toward dictatorship. 
His party today—it’s called Republican—has as 

principles the ones that you voted to have 
Franklin Roosevelt follow in 1932, those that you 
hoped he would follow when you hesitatingly 
voted for him again in 1936. those that he has ab- 
solutely refused to follow. Tt wants social gains, 
but it doesn’t want people doomed to live forever 
on the government. It wants the wheels turning

in the mills, it wants the cash registers ringing in 
the stores, it wants American industry and Ameri- 
can business to be placed in a position where it 
can put you back on your job. Wendell Willkie is 
the man who can do that. He has spurned the 
namby-pamby old-time Republican idea that the 
best way to lick Roosevelt is to lambaste every- 
thing he has done. Wendell Willkie can’t do that. 
He's too honest. He wants America to go forward, 
he wants America to be free. 

Democrats and Republicans alike today want 
those same things. If you love America, if you love 
the American way of life, go to the Polls Tuesday 
and realize that the word “Democrat” after the 
name of Roosevelt is a misnomer, that the word 
“Republican” after the name of Willkie means 
not what it meant in 1932; it means a new collec- 
tion of Democrats and Republicans united behind 
the banner of Wendell Willkie to bring America 
back on the road to safe progress, on the road 
where by giving men their jobs back in, private 
industry, by starting them in production again, 
they can be made strong, and by being strong 
enough to ward off the encroachments of dictator. 


ship from without and within, they can be made 
free. 


Worth Voting For 


There have been times, and times not in the 
very distant past, when anyone voting a straight 
Republican ticket would have been very lax in 
his civic duty. There have been times, even as 
close to the present day as 1938, when some of 
those chosen to bear the Democratic party's 
standard were far and away better than the Re- 
publican nominees. Not often in fact are there 
cases where one could vote a straight ticket for 
either party and be really voting with due regard 
for the qualities of the men on the ticket. 

In that respect the 1940 ballot js 
for anyone in this section can vote 
publican and not be voting for anyone not de- 
serving of the office. There are of course in the 
Democratic slate some men who would in all 
probability do justice to their positions if elected, 
but in the main there is little doubt of the Re- 
publican. standard-bearer’s superiority.

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Vocational Guidance 


Once again Andover is making 
an effort to show its awareness of 
contemporary problems and to 
prove its ability to do something 
about ithem. Last evening a group 
of citizens representing a cross-ser- 
tion of community interests met 
in the office of the Superintendent 
of Schools to discuss thie problem 
of vocational guidance as it re- 
lates to Andover. 


Just ‘what is vocational guidance? 
The National Vocational Guidance 
erisociation defines it as “the 
process of assisting the individual 
0 choose an occupation, prepare 
for iit, enter upon and progress in 
it.”” To choose wisely the individual 
must be aware of his personal abili- 
ties and his handicaps, he must dis- 
Cover what financial resources are 
available to him, and he must 
know what ithe occupational Op- 
portunities are today. To prepare 
adequately for his work-life he 
‘ould have the assistance of a 
school program geared to his par- 
ticular needs. To enter promptly 
into his chosen field he may re- 
quire the services of some place- 
ment agency which knows the local 
labor market. To progress he must 
develop a sielf-knowledge and a 
self-guidance skill to serve him his 
whole lifetime. This is a large 
order, one which can be filled only 
through community co-operation. 
And that is just what Andover 
hones to provide. 

Wio is assuming leadership in 
this plan? Upon invitation of the 
Andover League of Women Voters 
and the School Department, George 
P. Haley, director of the section of 
Occupational Information and Vo- 
eationa’ Counseling in the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Education, 
is ierving in an advisory capacity. 
Mr. Haley, appointed only last 
December, has already aided in 
setting up functioning guidance 
programs in three other communi- 
ties. His personal experience in 
both the occupational and the edu- 
eational ifie'd and his understand- 
ing of and sympathy with youth 
problems make his ‘services valu- 
able. 

On his recommendation a Citi- 
zens’ Commitittee has been set up, 
designed to be flexible as to mem- 
bexshin biti permanent in nature. 
This arrangement allows the demo- 
eratic ideal of local autonomy to 
be pnt into action. Although our 
commitiiee has not vet selected its 
officers fit has already voted its ap- 
proval of the pronvosed set-up and 
assumed responsibility as the nu- 
cleus’) of community organization 
for a guidance program.

Missionary At Vale 


“The opportunities for Christian 
work are greater now than at any 
vime since I have been in China; 
the difficulties were never more 
baffling,” says Rev. Harold W. Rob- 
inson of Tehchow, Shantung, 
China, who has served in that 
country under the American Board 
of Commissioners for Foreign Mis- 
sions Since 1916. He will speak 
Sunday morning, November 3, at 
10:45 and again at 4:00 p. m. in 
tue Ongregational church of Bal- 
-ardvale on “Spiritual Bridges.” 

While much of Mr. Robinson’s 
time during the past few years has 
been devoted ito relief work be- 
cause of the war and floods, his 
main job as pastor-at-large and 
general religious adviser among 
the Chinese churches has continued 
vo hold top place. The duties of 
nurturing and inspiring the Chin- 
ese churches and their leaders, 
helping to train Chinese laymen in 
leadership and in administrative 
ability, have been carried on by 
Mr. Robinson under great difficul- 
ties at times. 

Mr. Robinson thas been living and 
working in an area which has 
stretches of veritable No Man’s 
Land across which he has moved 
constantly to and fro. Often in 
cold weather, with \bitter winds, it 
would take him and his fellow 
Chinese associates four hours to 
reach a village only fifteen miles 
away over rough flooded roads and 
fields. 

The strain of seeing human mis- 
ery and extrieme suffering day in 
and day out has ‘been great for the 
missionaries of this area, but Mr. 
Robinson has been able ito help 
with funds sent from America and 
has been responsible for dispens- 
ing much of the money allotted to 
this section of the country. 

A Vermont man, Mr. Robinson is 
a graduate of Dartmouth college 
and went to teach in Honolulu for 
a few yearns following graduation. 
He then took his theological train- 
ing at Union Seminary and imme- 
diately sailed to China. Located 
first at Paotingfu, he was ofiten in 
the midst of shifting armies, threat- 
ened Communist uprisings and ban- 
ditry. He was there when it was 
thought ‘by many that China would 
surely go Communistic. 

In those earlier days he traveled 
by bicycle, ‘(Peking icar and on foot, 
mingling with the Chinese farmers 
and encouraging thesmall churches. 
He saw then, as now, how the 
Chinese Christians have met hard- 
ship and heartbreaking situations 
bravely. He knows from first hand 
experience what the (war has done 
and is doing ito China and how the 
intrepid spirit of the Chinese is 
meeting tremendous problems.

ONCE UPON A TIME tally-hoes 
were the town’s favorite means of 
transportation...When the drum 
corps wanted to go to North An- 
dover to serenade Hon. Moses T. 
Stevens, they were tally-hoed over 
there in record time. .Football fans 
were tally-hoed back and forth from 
football games, and FIFTY YEARS 
AGO W. H. Higgins had 5 or 6 
coaches and tally-hoes engaged for 
the Phillips-Exeter annual contest 


..Holiday spirit permeated the 
town and many of the business men 
planned to close their establish- 
ments to attend the game..At that 
time Phillips games drew over a 
thousand spectators, and their 
scores, since the beginning of their 
rivalry with Exeter in 1877, in- 
cluded a tie, seven wins and only 
four defeats. .Students made deco-
